Nominee Questions Taylor Council’s Decision | Group Seeks Recall of Five on Taylor Council

During the Taylor City Council meet- 
ing held on March 16, nominations were 
made to fill, by appointment, the seat re- 
cently vacated by Herman “Butch” Ramik. 
A total of three nominations were made. 
Two of the three nominees ran unsuccess- 
ful Council campaigns in the fall of 2009. 
Rick Sollars and I finished eighth and ninth, 
respectively, in the seven-seat field, with just 
36 votes being the differential between us. 
_ It was shown’that, because of newly 
passed legislation, my appointment would 
save the cost of City-supplied health bene- 
fits, so Mr. Sollars and I were both ques- 
tioned on this point. Mr. Sollars stated that 
he would now forgo these same benefits that 
he, as a former Councilman, had voted and 
accepted for himself. I stated that I would 
do the job of Councilman for free. It was 
immediately pointed out, by State Repre- 
sentative Doug Geiss, that for me to do so 
would be against the law. Councilman John 
E. Delo stated that he would be willing to 
pay more for an experienced, qualified 
candidate — Mr. Sollars — as opposed to an 
untried, unqualified candidate — me. | 
pointed out that my ability to run a multi- 
million-dollar business for 20 years cer- 
tainly should qualify me for the position. 
The Council, dominated by a loyal 
majority of the past administration, voted 
to affirm the nomination of their former 
team member, Rick Sollars. In spite of the 
fact that he had been twice rejected by 
Taylor voters in the past five years, Mr. 
Sollars was appointed to the Council for 
the second time. The continued lockstep 
vote of the current majority of the Council 
was defended by several members as merely 
being made because Mr. Sollars was next 
in line (eighth) in votes last November. 
However, no one could explain how his first 
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appointment came when he held the same 
ninth slot that I now hold. 

No matter how it reeks with inconsis- 
tencies and cronyism, the appointment of 
Rick Sollars without health care was a good 
one. What smells in Taylor is also what stinks 
in Washington. A seed of arrogance begins 
in towns like Taylor, where some elected 
officials feel that any prior experience in 
government, even a financially failing gov- 
ernment, has greater value than the experi- 
ence of a successful private-sector entrepre- 
neur. This condescension blossoms in Wash- 
ington, where our legislators exempt them- 
selves from laws and programs they shackle 
us to, while endowing themselves with 
enormous lifetime compensations. 

This was never the intent of our 
Founding Fathers. Service in our govern- 
ment, by our legislators, was meant to be a 
short-term sacrifice, not a lifetime means 
for personal gain. Where have we gone so 
wrong that we can allow our legislators to 
pass laws making it illegal for citizens who 
earn their living in the private sector to 
donate their time, abilities, and services to 
help run their cash-strapped communities? 
Have we forgotten the men who founded 
and sacrificed for this great country without 
compensation? Or, the promising young 
President who said, in 1961, “[A]sk not 
what your country can do for you; ask what 
you can do for your country ? 

If there ever was a law that needs to be 
abolished, this law prohibiting volunteer 
legislators is one. We, the people, made this 
the greatest government on Earth — a gov- 
ernment of the people. But, our govern- 
ment has corrupted itself through greed; 
apathy, ignorance, and indifference, and has 
become a government of, by, and for the 
government. If corrections are not made 
soon, sadly but surely, it shall perish from 
the Earth.

A group of concerned citizens has 
formed a coalition to recall four of the seven 
current Taylor City Council members. The 
Council members to be recalled are Jacklyn 
Molner, John E. Delo, Dennis Stapleton, 
and Suzanne Weycker. Councilman Herman 
H. “Butch” Ramik, who was also part of 
the coalition’s original recall effort, resigned 
from office on March 12, 2010. 

A clarity hearing was held on March 
12, 2010, to approve language for recall 
petitions. Two versions were brought before 
the Wayne County Election Commission 
(WCEC), comprised of Judge Milton L. 
Mack, Jr. (Chief Judge of Probate), Cathy 
M. Garrett (Wayne County Clerk), and 
Raymond Wojtowicz (Wayne County Trea- 
surer). Michigan election law requires the 
WCEC to review the language of a recall 
petition before it is circulated. The WCEC 
reviews submitted language to ensure that 
voters clearly understand the specific “con- 
duct” of the elected officials warranting a 
recall. The WCEC approved one version. 

Recall petitions can now be circulated 
to registered Taylor voters. The number of 
signatures needed on recall petitions is 25% 
of the number of votes cast in the last guber- 
natorial election (November 2006). This 
means approximately 4,800 signatures are 
needed. Each voter will be asked to list his/ 
her signature, name, address, zip code, and 


the date of signing. Voters can only sign for 


themselves. All information listed must be 
completed by the voter — no exceptions. 
Voters who sign the petition are in agree- 
ment that the approved language stated on 
the petition should be_placed on the 
November 2010 ballot. 

If the proper number of signatures is 
met and the petitions filed are determined 
to be in proper form by the Wayne County 
Clerk’s Office on or before July 30, 2010, 
the language for recall will be printed on 
the November 2010 ballot. The earliest the 
completed petitions can be turned in to 
Wayne County is May 10, 2010. Under 
Michigan statute (MCL 168.951), “a peti- 
tion shall not be filed against an officer until 
the officer has actually performed the duties 
of the office to which elected for a period 
of 6 months during the current term of that 
office.” 

Voters in November will have the 
opportunity to vote “yes” or “no” to recall 
Council members Molner, Delo, Stapleton, 
and Weycker. It is our belief that these 
Council members have put their own per- 
sonal needs above the residents. The follow- 
ing are reasons to recall these Council 
members: 


Hiring an attorney at $185 an hour for 
six months, using taxpayers’ money, to 
sue Mayor Jeffrey Lamarand to keep their 
council secretary 

e Technology had already replaced the 
need for a full-time secretary to meet 
the needs of part-time elected Council 
members. 

¢ Council members can answer their own 
phone calls, use email, read mail, and 
conduct research. | 

° Section 4.14 of the Taylor Charter states 
that “department heads shall hire the 
necessary employees for their depart- 
ment.” The council secretary position 
is not necessary. 

e The financial crisis in our country war- 
rants everyone doing more with less, 
including our Council members, who 
are not “elite” above the people of this 
fine city who are giving much during 
this difficult time. 

e The annual budget for the City Council 
cannot fund a council secretary position. 
Eliminating the council secretary posi- 
tion would save the city $55,000 plus 
the cost of benefits annually. 

Usurping the historical power of the 

Mayor, as chief administrative officer, to 

hire and fire 

e In 2008, the legal question as to whether 
the Mayor has the exclusive right to hire 
and fire was answered by former corpo- 
ration counsel, Edward Plato. It was de- 
termined that the Mayor does have the 
exclusive right to hire and fire. 

e These Councilmembers chose to ignore 
this decision, and brought a legal suit 
against Mayor Lamarand to reinstate the 
council secretary. 

¢ During the previous administration, the 
Mayor's right to hire and fire was not 
challenged, so why now and for what 
reason? 

e When Mr. Plato, as corporation counsel, 
refused to render any decision as he pre- 
viously did in 2008 and to turn over 
City documents, Mayor Lamarand re- 
leased him and sought to retain a more 
cost-effective firm — but these same — 
Council members would not approve a 
new corporation counsel at a rate of $90 
an hour, which could have saved the 
City $200, 000 annually in legal fees. 

e These Council members never provided 
sound reasons as to why they would not 
approve Mayor Lamarand’s highly quali- 
fied choice. We question their reason- 
ing: Why keep someone who refused 
to perform his job?
